IN PEACE PLAN. 


BIG CONFERENCE IN OHICAGO 
DISCUSSES PROBLEM. 


Wisconsin Takes Lead in an At- 
tempt to Bring About Mediation _ 


[BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE! 

CHICAGO, Feb. 27.—A conference 
of the neutral powers of the world to 
sit while the war continues and medi- 
ate between the warring nations with- 
out the necessity of an armistice, was 
Proposed today at the national con- 
ference of the Emergency Peace Fed- 
eration by John A. Aylward of Ma.ii- 
son, Wis., representing the Wisconsin 
Peace Society. The plan is known 
as the Wisconsin peace plan. 

The sympathy, influence and aid of 
the American people are to be ten- 
dered nations involved in the European 
warand the causeof early peace pro- 
moted, it is anid. The conference was 
attended by peace advocates from all 
parts of the nation. Jane Addams of 
Chicago was the chairman. The con- 
ference will close tomorrow night. . 

Edwin D. Mead, director of the 
World's Peace Foundation of Boston, 
in an address said that in the present 
war the neutral nations had been si- 
lent too long. 

“Their representatives should meet 
in conference upon the common wel- 
fare and our own government should 
take the lead,” Mr. Mead said. “We 
should take a strong part in the cre- 
ation of peace. 

“Our people must give definite and 
persistent thought to their opportu- 
nity and duty.” 

“The absence of women from the 
councils of state partially, if not large- 
ly, is responsible for the continuance 
of the plague of war upon earth,” 
said Dr. Stephen f: Wise, rabbi of the 
Free Synagogue of New York. 

“Is war cureless?” was the 
tion he discussed. 

The belief that man was born a 
fighting animal and must forever re- 
main one he called “The most im- 
moral of all moral heresies,” and he 
viewed diplomacy’s hidden ways as 
one of the ultimate causes not only cf 
the present war, but virtually all 
wars. 

“A substitute for war must be 
found and can be found,” Dr. Wise 
said. ‘There must be some outlet for 
the passion of men to serve and strive 
together, some opportunity for the 
Play of social instinct which burns 
within men and is ready to merge ihe 
interest of citizens in the interest of 
the country.”

cause he wants to write about the 
War, as because he cannot stay away 
from trouble. He has already made 
up his traveling party from the boat. 
It includes ar ojl man, a steel man 
and the wife of a correspondent as- 
signed to the Russian army. The 
tour will take seven or eight days 
from London if they have good luck 
-—~by steamer from Newcastle to Nor- 
way, by train to the Arctic regions of 
the Scandinavian Peninsula, forty 
miles by sledge to the Finnish ralil- 
ways and thence by train to Petro- 
grad. The oil man intends to remain 
in Russia only two weeks, then back 
again by the same route, unless, in 
the meantime, the ice is broken in 
Archangel Harbor. 

CRYPTIC REMARK. 


Senator Young remarked ‘yesterday 
in the presence of Capt. Dow, skipper 
of the Lusitania: 

“It would be fun to make every one 
on board tell why he’s going to Eu- 
rope.” 

“H'm,” said Capt. Dow, “I'm think- 
ing you'd get some long passages of 
silence.” 

For we have a few mysterious pas- 
sengers, who seek no smoking-room 
acquaintances and try to make them- 
selves as inconspicuous as possible. I 
must be tantalizing; I cannot repeat 
some things I have heard, but there 
are two or three very pretty little epy 
games going on under the surface of 
life on the Lusitania. One of them, in 
fact, would make a Philipps Oppen- 
heim novel-international intrigue, spy 
against spy. Just now, so far as I 
can learn, the allied spies are ahead 


of the game. I suspect that as soon 
as we land in Liverpool two or three 
of our passengers will disappear, not 
to be seen again until the war is over. 
It is lucky for them, indeed, that they 
are landing in England,. inetead of 
France or Germany. The continental 
nations imprison sples only long 
enough to get the firing squad ready, 
In this case—judging by what I have 
seen before—none of our passengers 
will ever see them arrested. It will 
all be done very quietly, but very ef- 
fectually, and certain documents of 
vast import to the history of nations 
will go on their way unstolen and un- 
copied. / 
THE USUAL CONCERT. 

We have been-going through the 
motions of a regular voyage on a regu- 
lar floating hotel: but we have had 
little heart for the game. The auction 
pool was a failure; the smoking-room 
gave it up on the fourth night. But 
the ship’s concert became a live issue. 
The men whe went down on the 
Cressy, the Aboukir and the Hogue 
were naval reservists, and as such 
came under the benefits of the Sea- 
man’s Fund. The’-mariners of Enc- 
land must take care of their widows 
and orphans. Joe Coyne and Frank 
Belcher started to make this the 
greatest concert ever held on the hizh 
seas. Faté counted them out, how- 
ever. The cold sea air gave Coyne 
neuralgia, and Belcher, on the night 
of the biggest gale, was pitched from 
his berth and strained his ankle. How- 
ever, Seton-Thompson, introduced by 
Senator Young as the greatest animal 
authority since Noah, impersonated 
the beasts of the forest, Elsie Janis 
imitated stage people until she wore 
out her voice, and an English con- 
jurer favored, The collectors got al- 
most £100. 


THE IRISH CHANNEL. 


Now we are rolling along the milky 
blue waves of the Irish Channel. 
These seas, in peace times so busy 
and frequented with craft of ali 
classes, are now as barren and deserted 
as the open Atlantic. Since we passed 
Daunt Rock this morning we have 
sighted only one sall. We shall an- 
chor in the Mersey tonight. Tomor- 
row morning. escorted by a guide 
cruiser, we shall zigzag through the 
mine fields into port. Before that the 
British authorities will have put us 
|under formal arrest, that they may 
search the more readily for spies and 
secret agents. And.the least imaginu- 
tive among us will realize that we are 
entering a world at war. 

Later: Now this, at the very 
threshold of war, illustrates the mvs- 
tery which surrounds all things Eu- 
ropean in these days; perhaps it il- 
lustrates also what a world of rumor 
this has become. This morning, just 
off the Irish headlands, we slacked 
up and hove to. The wireless cracked 
busily for a few minutes, the sailors 
made some changes in our appear- 
ance, which I shall not mention for 
fear of the censors, then we proceeded 
again. At 10 o’clock the regular 
wireless news appeared on the bulle- 
tin board. It consisted merely of the 
official communiques. © A little later, 
however, the rumor grew that ten 
British merchantmen were torpedoed 
yesterday by submarines in the Enc- 
lish Channel. Dhe stewards, when 
they talk at all, maintain stoutly that 
it is true. The officers just as stoutly 
deny it. We shall not know until the 
pilot brings the newspapers.

CHARITIES PLAN; 
NOT APPROVED. 


DR. MILBANK JOHNSON SAYS FI’s 


REVERSION TO TYPE THAT'S 
NOT DESIRABLE. 


Dr. Milbank Johnapn, president of 
the Municipal Charities. Commission, 
does not look with favor upon recom- 
mendations or suggestions recently 
made to the Board of Supervisors by 
County Superintendent of Charities 
Martin. 

In discussing the subject, Dr. John- 
son calls attention to the very un- 
desirable conditions that would exist, 
from his point of view, were the 
Bethlehem Hotel and bathhouse to 
be used as suggested, and in sum- 
ming up the entire situation, he says: 

“When the great city of Los An- 
geles attempts a work of social eco- 


nomics, such as the caring for our 
unfortunate poor, I believe it should 
at least provide moral, hygienic sur- 
roundings and give them a chance at 


least to succeed. 


“The demand that we turn over the 
United Charities to the county, hav- 
ing no voice in the care of our poor, 
no voice in the method or quality of 
Ngee offered is not consolidation, it 


surrender. 

“I should regret very much to be- 
lieve that the city of Los Angeles, 
which has made the advance step of 
creating a Municipal Charities Com- 
mission, and which, infturn, has 
raised the standard of indorsement 
and efficiency of the various charit- 
able and philanthropic institutions of 
the city higher than any other city 
of the United tes, just for the 
Worth of a few paltry dollars would 
surrender the work of a year and a 
half, and revert to the type and kind 
of charity heretofore offered by the 
county, and to revert to the impos- 
sible conditions found in the city prior 
to the organization of this commis- 
sion."’ 

Dr. Johnson believes that 4 public 
welfare commission should be appoint- 
ed jointly by the Mayor of the city, and 
the Board of Supervisors of the coun- 
ty. and that this body should be com- 
posed of citizens not actuated by po- 
litical motives. He urges that in al 

the philanthropic work undertaken 
there be a well-defined plan and pur- 
pose to the end that families may 
be reconstructed and made self-sup- 
porting and self-respecting. . 

Dr. Johnson also opposes the plan 
to have the city turn over to the, 
county on or before July 1, the con- 
trol of the two employment bureaus. 
He says he cannot see why the city 
should retire from this work, when 
the record for 1914 shows 28,860 po- 
sitions furnished to unemployed per- 
sons. He says this is the best rec- 
ord of any municipal employmeént bu- 
reau in the United States, and that 
the cost of 34.2 cents per job ds the 
lowest of which there is any record. 

Dr. Johnson urges the joint control 
of these employment bureaus. 

He strongly condemns the pro- 
posed uses of the Bethlehem Hotel 
and baths as a municipal lodging- 
house, for sanitary and moral rea- 


sons.

Gov. Johnson's pet plan to have 
judges appointed by the Governor 
every six years instead of being elect- 
ed by the people, as at present, was 
sat upon yesterday at a meeting of 
the Los Angeles Bar Association at 
at luncheon in the Clark. State Sen- 
ator Chandler of Fresno introduced 
a constitutional amendment providing 
for the appointment of judges. It 
has the backing of the Johnson ‘ad- 
ministration. 

It was turned down by the local 
lawyers, although several championed 
it. A committee of fiVe was named 
to study the proposition and report 
their findings at the next meeting of 
the association. Brief talks were 
made by former Judge Bordwell, 
Bradner W. Lee, W. J. Ford, Ernest 
Noon, Percy V. Hammon and other 
well-known attorneys.

to the State of Colorado, where he 


eonducted the coal land fraud in- 
vestigations for the government in 
Southern Colorado and Northern New 
Mexico, the territory occupied by the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, the 
Victor Fuel Company and the Ameri- 
cah Smelting and Refining Company, 
together with many lesser coal com- 
paryes. His headquarters were then 
Trinidad, the present scene of diffi- 
between the Rockefeller inter- 
d the labor unions. 
‘After about one year’s work in this 
field, Mr. Sheridan was designated as 
attorney to conduct the famous Cun- 
Nihgham Coal cases of AlasKa, suc- 
ceeding the notorious Louis R. Glavis, 
who shortly after preferred charges 
of misconduct against the Secretary 
of the Interior, Richard A. Ballinger. 
and subsequently was the principal 
witness of the Pinchot forces in the 
Congressional investigation that fol- 
lowed. It was about this time that 
Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot was 
removed by President Taft. After a 
majority report of the joint Senate 
and House Committee had acquitted 
Mr. Ballinger of any charge of wrong, 
Mr. Ballinger retired from the T 
Cabinet. 
While in charge of the Alaskan coal | 
cages, Mr. Sheridan took testimony at 
various points throughout this country, 
and was finally sent to London, Paris, 
Rome and Naples, before completing 
the record, as some of the defendants 
had left the United States and were 
then residing in Europe.

In October, 1912, Mr. Sheridan was 
appointed special assistant to the 
Attorney-General by Atty.-Gen. Wick- 
ersham of President Taft's Cabinet, 
and assigned to the division of Public 
Lands in the Department of Justice. 
In November, 1912, Mr. Sheridan came 
to Los Angeles, where he has since

During his resi- 
dence of about six years in the Philip- 
pines, under the Taft regime. e 
frequently appeared before the island 
courts, investigating titles to military 
reservations in the southern part of 
the archipelago for the government. 
As all of such work had to be con- 
ducted in the Spanish language, Mr. 
Sheridan's experience in that regard 
will be of use to him in conducting 
his Latin American practice.

Three-fifths of this 
is owned by the Pacific Coast Steam- 


ship Company, which would pay un-| efty 


der the assessment made by the 
Board of Public Works about $1000.

DOESN'T LIKE ITS FACE. 


“On the face of it I don’t like the 
looks of this,” declared Councilman 
Roberts. .“Perhaps the Board of Pub- 
lic Works can explain its action, but, 
for the life of me, I don’t see how 
they can do it.” Councilman Wheeler 
took a similar view and cited the fact 
that out of 266 individual owners only 
sixteen had filed damage claims, the

REVERSE OPINIONS. 


“When some of the property own- 
ers came to the City Hall and told us 
about the damages and assessments 
in this district we thought their state- 
ments were extravagant,” said Coun- 
cilman Wheeler. “We could not be- 
lieve that such an agsessment had 
been made, but today we find that 
none of the complaints were extrava- 
gant. We find that most of the prop- 
erty owners, through a motive of pub- 
lic spirit, have waived damages and 
they have been taxed to pay damages 
awarded to a few others.” 

The improvement district is unusual 
in that none of the property is as- 
sessed to pay the cost of improvement. 
The assessments are to pay damage 
claims only under the 1918 act, the 
entire cost of the cut and paving to 
be paid for from the harbor: bond 
funds in order to afford the first link 
in the approach to the outer harbor.

Sunk in some cases 130 feet below 
the surface of the river, is a four- 
teen-foot steel tube. This tube ts 930 
feet in length and it accomplishes the 
unique purpose of carrying the Colo- 
rado River's own water under itself. 
By a unique clarifying scheme at the 
Laguna dam headings, the water is 
drawn off with but a small supply of 
silt,in solution, A portion of it is 
preserved, a mathematical propor- 
tion, moreover, as this silt is depend- 
ed on to keep the reclaimed acres 
perpetually self-fertilized. It is the 
silt of the Nile, in other worda, 

Drawn from a drainage basin of 
229,000 square miles of area, tnclud- 
ing seven States, the water of the 
Colorado River diverted at the La- 
guna Dam is now being used on 17.-

One of those factors is our geographical 
position which makes it impossible for a 
foreign foe to reach any interior city. On 
the seas we are wesk. We have 217 war 
vessels, all told, while Japan has 185, Russia 
320, Germany 302, France 479 and Great 
Britain 626, 

At the outbreak of the present war the 
armies of the leading powers on a peace 
basis were, Germany 620,000, France 560,000, 
Russia 1,300,000, Austria-Hungary 360,000, 
Great Britain 254,500, Japan 250,000.

any on earth. But what would the enemy 
be doing during that six months? Would 
they be waiting for us to get ready to whip 
them? Would they not be entrenched in 
Portland, and Boston, and New York, and 
Baltimore, and Savannah, and Galveston, 
and Los Angeles, dnd San Francisco and 
Seattle, with those cities looted or burned 
and dynamited if they falled to respond 
with billions of dollars to the demands of 
the enemy. 

The proverb that “the best security for 
peace is the most tremendous preparation 
for‘war” does not state a truth if the pro- 
posed war is. aggressive—if it has for its 


object power, plunder and extended rule. 


But as applied to a defensives war it is a 
true proverb. If the altars and firesides of 
@ nation are menaced they can best be de- 
fended by such warlike preparation as will 
discourage and déter an assailant. : 
Europe is blazing in the flames of a great 


| conflagration. Who can say that some mad 


incendiary may not endeavor to apply the 
torch of war to our own temples? Will our 
Congressional Neros continue to fiddle their 
petty strains in the presence of the awfu 
possibilities that confront us? .

HROWING DOWN THE BARS. 

In the discussion of proposed legisla- 
tion before the lawmakers representing 
Southern California, some measures of 
importance have necessarily been omitted, 
for lack of time if for no other reason. One 
such measure, and one of which little has 
been heard, provides for revising the law 
relating to the practice of optometry. 

The public is vitally interested in this 
matter, Almost every person over 45 years 
of age wears glasses. The abundance of 
sunshine, so welcome in other respects, is 
nevertheless especially trying to the eyes 
of the residents of Southern California, and 
more glasses are worn here in proportion 
to the population than perhaps in any other 
part of the country. And it not infrequently 
happens that persons who have worn 
glasses in the East or elgewhere find it nec‘ 
essary, on coming here, to be fitted with 
new lenses because of the greater intensity 
of the light. 


The eye is one of the most delicete or- 
gans of the body. Mistakes in its treatment 
are likely to be disastrous, if not fatal, to 
the sight, Tampering with it by unskilled 
persons is too perilous to be tolerated, 

A good law has been ip effect in this 
State for more than ten years. This law 
provides for the examination of all appll- 
cants for license to practice by a board of 
competent optometrists. It has been in the 
main well enforced and its spirit well car- 
ried out. The requirements for license 
have been gradually advanced until the 
opticians of this State have come to be rec- 
ognized as equal if not superior in skill to 
those of any State in the Union. In fact, 
very few of those who come here from 
other States are able to qualify without con- 
siderable study. 

But now it is proposed to change this law 
radically and rob it of its most essential 
element of safety. An amendment now 
pending makes it mandatory on the State 
board to issue a certificate without examina- 
tion ‘to any candidate from another State 


who shall make affidavit that he has studied |

Such a law, it will be seen, would throw 
down the fence to unskilled practitioners 
and fakers, rob the State of its high repute 
as foremost in the skill which it provides 
for the care of the eyes, and subject all who 
wear glasses to peril. 

EGREGATING FIRST OF FENDERS. 
Jails are unpleasant necessities of 
long as people fall sick 
physically they will require hospitals, and 
as long as they fall sick morally they will 
need jails. 

But while we specialize carefully in our 

treatment of diseased bodies, we specialize 
carelessly in our treatment of diseased 
souls. We have separate institutions for 
the blind, the deaf, the tubercular, the crip- 
pled, the fever-stricken; but we lump pick- 
pockets, burglars, embezzlers, old convicts 
and young offenders in one comprehensive 
penitentiary. And while this is comprehen- 
sive in the way it swallows them al] up, it 
is quite incomprehensible how it is going to 
digest them. 
_ Now we live in a crowded age; we believe 
prevention {s better than cure, and we have 
universal education as an antidote for crime. 
But like antitoxins and serums it doesn’t 
always “take.” Moreover, we do spend 
much effort and money to make penitentia- 
ries a school for reform as well as a place 
however, are 
guilty of a glaring ind ion, that is if 
we consider the reform of the criminal to 
be as important as the correction of the 
crime. 

We mix first offenders who generally are 
soft and pliable with old offenders who usu- 
ally are hard and inflexible. And the last 
state of that young offender is thus liable 
to be worse than the first. 

Jails are a financial burden on.the com- 
munity. We want to keep the attendance 
down by keeping the attention up. Public 
attention has lately been directed to the 


duce the attendance by making crime harder 
and regeneration easier. If mixing young 
offenders with hardened jailbirds turns the 
former into constant transient guests of 
the State penitentiaries, it might be more 
economical, to say nothing of being more 
humane, to build a special jail for first of- 
fenders. 

t present our jails are overcrowded, 
Since we must before long with our rapidly- 
inereasing population provide more jail ac- 
commodation, why not build a special in- 
stitution for first offenders where they can 
be treated and corrected outside the vitiated 
mora] atmosphere of hardened crime? 

We already havé reformatories for boys 
and girls under age whose moral lapses 
bring them into the clutches of the law. 
Many over-age first offenders could doubt- 
lessly be saved from a permanent criminal 
career were they treated as special cases 
isolated from the environment of the hope- 
lessly unregenerate. 

Purgatory may save souls from hell—a 
half-way house should be provided for the 
half-way criminal. Some day we shal) have 
wide stockades embracing many hundred 
acres of public land, instead of closed-in

HE PROFITABLE DEAD. 

There is a time in the lives of the, 
most practical and businesslike when a bar- 
gain is unthinkable. No matter what our) 
business acumen, the idea of begrudging 
any necessary expense for the interment of 
our dead is a sacrilege. And many a heart- 
broken widow has found her slender. re- 
sources strained to the uttermost for the 
last sad rites, often eating up all that re- 
mains of some pitiful savings which a long | 
fliness has already depleted to vanishing | 
point. Indeed, it is no unusual thing for 
the bereaved to find themselves heavily in 
debt for funeral expenses which become a 
grievous mortgege, a dead weight, a veri- 
table milistone round the necks of those 
least able to afford it. 

In those first dread hours of loss when | 
the arrangements have to be made, the 
mind shrinks from any suggestion of strin- | 
gent economy. In every beart there is a 
paramount wish to accord to the dead the 
utmost respect. And at such -times the 
undertaker can make his own terms. And 
the high cost of dying is a very real and 
bitter experience in all too many cases. 
The writer has received letters from wid- 
ows, from widowers, yes, and from children, 
too, askifig that investigation might be 
made into this subject from a public stand.

It has done her good, and will do her 
much more good. While her stocks 
and bonds, like others, are not selling 
well in England, due to the war, they 
are meeting a good demand in New 
York and will continue to do so. 

“Owing to the great demand by 
England for food products, she has to 
turn to her provinces for ald. Canada 
is the place. This year will witness 


tillable agricultural land, the harvest- 
ing of millions dof bushels of grain 
and the raising of many hundred 
thousand horses, cattle and sheep.” 
Mr. MacPherson owns and directs 
eighty-nine banks in Canada, is the 
president of the Dominion Steamship 
Company, the American correspondent 
of the Bank of England, and practi- 
cially the financial backer of the 
Canadian government, and he knows.

Incidentally \this great financier is

NATURE'S PROTECTIVE SCH EME. 


Birds and Animals Have a Colora- 

tion That Enables Them to bLlude 

Vision of Their Enemies. 

(Washington Star:J, One of— the 
most interesting studies undertaken 
by naturalists is what they call “pro- 
tective coloration.” This means that 
concealment which makes it possible 
for animals possessing it to remain 
hidden from the searching eves of 
their enemies. Some of the effects 

re so wonderful as to be almost un- 
believable. 

For example, among the most 
gorgeous of the creatures of the air 
are the sunbirds of Africa, and vet 
even the keen eve of a hawk .will fail 
to see these birds when they are flit- 
ting in a field of. flowers, 

Most species of the East Indian 
sloth, which lives in trees, have an or- 
ange-colored spot on their backs 


when they are seen out of their 
ordinary surrounding. But when they 
are clinging to the trees the color of 
their hair looks very much like with- 
ered moss, and the orange spot on 
their backs so closely resembles the 
ecar made by the breaking of a branch 
that even great hunters are deceived 
by it. : 

The color and stripes of the tiger 
sometimes make the animal invisible

which makes them very conspicuous] 


in bright sunshine amid the dried yel- 
low grass of a jungle. One hunter tells 
of following a weunded tiger. which 
he failed for at least a minute to see 
in the grass at a distance of only 
twenty yards. And the jungle was an 
“open” one. But the natives saw the 
beast and eventually the hunter made 
it out well enough to shoot it, but he 
could not see at what part of the 
creature he was aiming. : 

Perhaps the most wonderful ef- 
fect of coloring in concealing large 
animals is that of the zebra and the 
giraffe. In the case of the latter, the 
large blotchlike spots on the skin and 
the strange shape of the head and 
borns, like broken branches, all make 
for its concealment, so that even the 
keen-eyed natives have been known to 
mistake trees for and giraffes 
for tree 

As to Zebras, the black-and-white 
stripes seem to take away the idea of 
a solid body altogether. The two col- 
ors blend into a gray that is hard to 
distinguish, while at close quarters the 
effect is like bars of light seen through 
the branches of shrubs. 

A great naturalist, Drummond, 
once found himeelf in a forest gazing 
at what he supposed to be a solitary 
zebra, its presence being betrayed by 
some motjon on the part of the nat- 
uralist. en Drummond suddenly 
realized that he was surrounded by 
an entire herd, which were all in- 
visible until they moved. 


BATS AND MOSQUITOES, 


One Played Against the Other 
Cleared a Lake of the Maldria- 
breeding Insects. 

[Detroit Tribune:] Bats and mos- 


quitoes are not very friendly. When 
a good-sized bat wants a good-sized 
meal he goes out after mosquitoes. 
Now, there are many different kinds 
of mosquitoes, some of which have a 
striking propensity for conveying ma- 
laria, vellow fever and other kindred 
diseases to humans. There are so- 
called day mosquitoes which are 
known as non-infectious, while there 
are mosquitoes that fly only by night 
and which carry all manner of germs. 
Now, bats do all of their flying by 
night, too, and so, because they go 
out after these disease-carrying mos- 
qGuitoes, they are better friends of 
man than they realize, in their little 
batty minds. 
Louisiana has recognized this lack 
of friendly feeling between bats and 
| mosquitoes, and has played one 
against the other. The State has 
swung its favor with the bats, seeking 


their co-operation in exterminating 
the mosquito pests. Bats now have 
an easy time in Louisiana. Not only 


are they welcomed in the State, but 
special houses are built them to live 
in. Bat roosts arey are called, and 
are as snug and comfortable in them 
as the bungalow dwellers ever thought 
of being in their little home. These 
structures occupied by the bat famli- 
lies are about twenty feet high. They 
are twelve feet at the base and six 
feet at the apex. The walis are slat- 
ted so as to permit the free entrance 
and exit of the bats, and the inte- 
riors of the roosts are fitted with wire 
netting to which the mammals hang. 

Dr. Charlies A. R. Campbell of San 
Antonio has attained reputation as a 
batologist. He is the one who dis- 
covered the enmity existing between 
the bat tribes and the tribes of mos- 
quitoes and made use of it to clear a 
community or locality of the disease- 
carrying pests. He tried out his notion 
of having the bat forces attack the 


mosquito forces in the district of 
Mitchell Lake, near San Antonio, 
which was infested with veritable 


hordes of the destructive little insects, 
The plan proved a great success, Dr. 
Campbell estimates that one good. 
sized bat could devour as many as 260 
mosquitoes, as a conservative figure, 
in one night. Into the big- roosts in 
Mitchell Lake he put about 1,000,000 
bats, so that the depredations made 
on the mosquito hordes would be ap- 
proximately 269,000,000 nightly. He 
found out also that bats prey on many 
other nocturnal insects which are de- 
strovers of crops if not a menace to 
health,

PICNIC TOO BIG. 
FOR THE PARK. 


Overflows Eastlake. 
Officials Estimate Crowd at 
Forty-five Thousand. 


Basket Dinner; Programme 
of Noted Speakers. 


Eastlake Park was overflowed yes- 
terday with the annual picnic of the 
Iowa State Society, the largest gather- 
ing of its kind in Southern Califor- 
nia. Most of the cities and towns 


Angeles were represented in the vast 
crowd, estimated at 45,000 hy Sec- 
retary Parsons and other officers of 
the association. 

Parked motor cars to the estimated 
number of 5000 occupied al! available 
space on the streets immediately ad- 
joining the park. The walks in the 
park were not spacious enough to 
hold the throng, and thousands trod 
on the lawn.

There was an unusual number of 
veterans present on account of the 
presence of Col. D. J. Palmer, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, who was the cuest 
of honor. The principal speakers 
were former Vice-President Falir- 
banks, ex-Gov. Frank ackson of 
lowa, and Judge Wilbur, president of 
the association. 

Fife and drum corps from the Sol- 


diers’ Home and from Long Beach 
assisted in giving an ovation to Col. 
Imer. In hig interesting address he 


spoke of the present world war and 
urged that the United States strength- 
en its defenses as a ° precautionary 
measure.

ANGLICIZE THEIR NAMES. 


Many British Subjects Find Them.- 
selves Under Suspicion Because of 
Their Potronymics, 

[London Gazette:] The war, which 
led to the changing of the name of 
the Russian capital from St, Petersburg 
to Petrograd and the change of the 
name of Berlin's Englische Strasse to 
Deutsche Strasse, with similar pa- 
triotic changes of names in other 
countries now at war, has also caused 
scores of anglicized surnames of 
British subjects of German descent 
or extraction to be recorded in the of- 
ficial British government paper. 

These shiftings of surname from 
German to English sometimes take 
the form of literal translation, some- 
times of abbreviation or other struc- 
tural alteration. For example, long 
formal announcement is made in each 
ease by David Leopold Bethel Castle. 
Lewis Raphael Castle, Rosetta Castle, 
Margaret Jeannie Castle, and Walter 
Francis Raphael Castle that they have 
taken their English “Castle” in ex- 
change for their quondam German 
“Schioss,"” and which hereafter to be 
known by the name of their adop- 
tion. Carl Adolph Ludwig Brugge- 
meyer announces that hereafter he 
will be Carl Adolph Ludwig Bridg- 
more. while a-kinsman named Laud- 
wig Bruggemeyer goes Carl Adolph 
Ludwig one better by changing his 
name into English, both fore and aft, 
becoming Langton Bridges. 

Sydney Samuel Birnbaum, who 
might have translated himself into 
Sidney Seymour Peartree, contented 
himself with merely changing -his 
name to Sidney Bernard Burney. 
Charles Emmanuel Reinhardt added 
a Rutland to his name and became 
Reinhardt-Rutland, George (Christian 
Schnorr is henceforth George Chris- 
tian Shaw. Hermann Muller will 
hereafter be at home to his friends 
if they inquire for Harvey Christie 
Miller, and Arthur George Oppen- 
heimer, traceable etymologically to 
the town of Oppenheim in Hesse, will 
hereafter be plain Arthur George 
Fowler. There are four other Fowl- 
ers by adoption recorded in the 
Gazette. Godfrey Emil Reiss becomes 
Rice, Albert. Rust becomes Albert 
Hudson, and Charles Stafford Schultz 
takes the name of Charlies Stafford- 
Stafford. 

Henry Honig becomes Henry Honey, 
Max Joseph Shaw emerges from Max 
Joseph Schwabacher, and Ernest A}- 
bert Rosenheim abbreviates his name 
to a non-committal Ernest Albert

The forthcoming presentation of 


Mendelssohn's “Athalie” by the new

work, technical difficulties have been 
gradually mastered by the large 
choral body. Soloist rehearsals gre 
now in full swing, and If all signs fail 
not, an inspiring performance may 
be looked for. 

The principal solo part is in the 
hands of Molly Byerly Wilson, who 
will present the first half of the eve- 
ning’s programme in a song recital 
of her own. Miss Wilson is a dra- 
matic mezzo-contralito of the first 
rank, whose consummate art has 
deeply impressed critics and connots- 
seurs who attended her recent pri- 
vate recital at the Ebell Clubhouse, 
and those who have been fortunate 
enough to hear her in a number of 
other thighly successful appearances 
since that date. Her forthcoming ap- 
pearance in connection with the 
“Athalie” production of the Los Ange- 
les Oratorio Society tis therefore 
eagerly anticipated by a wide circle 
of music-lovers in this city and vicin- 
ity. 
Tyne other soloists are Mrs. Grace

Jaime Overton, Violinist. 


The war in Europe has afforded Los 
Angeles another distinct musical 
acquisition, Jaime Overton, a local 


boy, who will doubtless be heard in 
recital on the violin in the near fu- 
ture, after which he wild go to Frisco, 
where he is to be one of the exposi- 
tion soloists. He was supposed to 
have been a stellar feature at the 
great Maine music festival, but 
could not get away from Europe in 
time. 

He returns to America with a 
wonderful violin, a Montagnan!, which 
is valued in the thousands. This in- 
strument was selected for him in Ber- 
lin by Willy Hess, and is considered 
one of the famous master’s finest in- 
struments. His former instrument, 
the Guadagnini, which was crushed 
in the New York Customs through 
the carelessness of an employee, and 
at the time thought to be damaged 
beyond repair, he sold th Berlin, its 
tone being found uninjured by the 
fearful ordeal through which it had 
passed. 

This young and well-known Los An- 
geles violinist has spent the greater 
part of six years in the musie centers 
of the old world, perfecting himself 
in his art. Two years of study were 
spent in Paris under Franz Wilczek 
and two and a half year in Berlin 
under Henri Marteau and later Willy 
Hess at the Royal Hochschule, where 
he was one of sixteen out of elghty 
applicants to gain entrance to this 
exacting institution. 

It will be remembered that upon 
Mr. Overton's return to Los Angeles 
after his first period of study in Eu- 
rope, he appeared as soloist with the 
Peoples’ Orchestra, playing the 
“Techaikowsky Concerto,” which is 
considered one of the most difficult 
violin compositions written. 

Making his New York debut at 
Aeolian Hall, January 14, 1914, he 
achieved a wonderful success; all the 
New York critics being unanimous in 
their praise of his art. Later in the 
season he was engaged by William 
R. Chapman, a prominent eastern im- 
presario, for a New Engiand tour 
with Mme. Lillian Blauvelt, the cele- 
brated soprano. This tour was such 
@ success that he was engaged by Mr. 
Chapman for a second tour with Mme. 
Blauvelt through Canada. 

He gsafled for Europe on the 20th 
of last April, to study repertoire un- 
der Willy Hess and to appear in con- 
cert. Om board ship he had the honor 
of appearing at the ship's concert 
with Mme. Julia Culp, the great Dutch 
soprano, Conrad Boss, the pianist; 
Karl Jorn of the Metropolitan Opera- 
house, and Herman Well of the Berlin 
Royal Opera.

ROADS USELESS 
AROUND WARSAW. 


DIFFICULT TO MOVE HEAVY 
GUNS THROUGH ROUGH 
COUNTRY. 


[A. P. POREIOGN CORRESPONDENCE: | 
WARSAW, Jan. 30.—The state of 
the roads for a distance of many miles 


in front of Warsaw is such as to pre- 
clude the movement of’ heavy trans- 
port or artillery except with the great- 
est difficulty. 

The trunk roads were all ploughed 
up and rendered useless during the 
earlier German advance in this direc- 
tion. Troops and wheeled traffic 
thereafter had to move through the 
fields by the roadside, but rains and 
thaws soon rendered these unusable, 
so that soldiers and transport drivers 
had to run still more to the side. This 
process has continued tntil the roads 
in many places now extend to a 
breadth of a quarter of a mile. The 
axle-deep marsh which lies to the left 
of the newest track is littered with 
abandoned trucks, automobiles and 
refugee carts. | 

Although there ts no fighting at 
present nearer than thirty miles or 
more from Warsaw, the distant rum- 
ble of artillery fire can almost be 
heard from suburban points. Staff of- 
ficers estimate that over 4000 fleld 
guns are in use on this front.

BEDGIANS DECDARE THEY WIDD 
NOT WORK FOR THE 
GERMANS.

THE HAGUE, Jan. 31.—The Rocke- 
feller Commission for the Relief of 


Belgium has had little success in con- 
vincing Beigians that the only thing 
for their country is the repatriation 
of all refugees as fast as possible. 
The Rockefeller investigators rea- 
son entirely on economic and social 
grounds. Belgians, they say, must re- 
build their homes and become self- 
supporting as soon as possible, else 


time and lose their habits of industry. 
In reply, the Belgians charge that to 
return would be to acquiesce in Ger- 
man rule, and {ft is more important 
that they should starve in the ultimate 
hope of driving out the invaders than 
that they should raise food and manu- 
facture supplies for the German army 
and pay taxes to support both the 
German civil and military administra- 
tions. To return, they say, would not 
be to work for themselves, but for the 
benefit, political and economic, of the 
Germans, 


MYSTERIOUS HAND 
WORK IN PARIS. 


CIRCULARS' CONTAINING ODIOUS 
OUTRAGE AGAINST PRESIDENT 
ARE DISTRIBUTED. 


{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

PARIS, Feb. 13.—The government 
has ordered a judicial! inquiry into the 
distribution by mysterious hands of 
circulars containing odious outrages 
against the President and unpatriotic 
sentiments under the title, “They de- 
ceive us and they lie to us.” 

The distribution of these circulars 
was first noticed in the southern part 
of France, but has now reached Paris. 
They are thrust under doorways, into 
letter boxes and every conceivable 
Place where they are sure to be found.

TROOPS HAVE WILD DREAMS. 


The Nervous System of the Men in 
the Trenches Breaks Down Under 
the Modern War Methods. 

{The Lancet:] The number of Eng- 
lish soldiers and officers who have 
suffered nervous breakdown more or 
less approaching insanity as a result 
of the strain of war has shown such 
increase that some of the leading 
medical journals are pleading for «pe- 
cial consideration and treatment for 
this class. 

Some cases are certainly hopeless, 
but there are others—-and happily 
these are in preponderating numbers 
-——where there are good grounds for 
believing that they may again become 
useful citizens. 


| The effects of warfare on the 


nervous system are more marked in 
the case of officers than in the case 
of enlisted men, the latter in many 
cases of “trench insanity” recovering 
“tone” after a continuous sleep of 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours. 
Officers similarily afflicted are gen- 
erally sent to special hospitals for 
a rest of a week or ten days, but if 
they fail to show satisfactory progress 
after that time they are invalided 
home, on the ground that it is im- 
probable that they could be again em- 
Ployed in active service. 

“The powerful effect which modern 
warfare has on the mind is shown.” 
writes a surgeon attached to a Brit- 
ish ambulance, “by the dreams and 
nightmares which disturb § soldiers’ 
sleep in dangerous positions. Nervous 
subjects react in a most striking way 
to the shock of explosions in their 
immediate vicinity. Some develop a 
tendency to sleep-walking and are 
found wandering about the premises 
with faces expressing the utmost ter- 
ror and anxiety. In the soldiers’ 
dreams the dread of losing contact 
with his fellows seems to be felt 
with extreme frequency, and the hor- 
ror of isolation constitutes the com- 
monest nightmare of men in the fight- 
ing line. j 

“They dream that they are wander- 
ing through endless trenches as com- 
plicated as an artificial maze or are 
picking their way through lonesome 
forests. The slightest noise during 
sleep calls up visions of exploding 
shells or the tramp of armed men, 
throwing them into a frenzy of shout- 
ing terror, to the indignation of their 
resting fellows. 

“Another common night terror is 
the dream of a sudden call to arms 
and the inability to find some in- 
dispensable article of attire or arma- 
ment, a conception productive of in- 
tense mental agony. Live shells nat- 
urally occupy a large ehare of the 
soldiers’ attention in dreams, and an 
exasperating nightmare is the sup- 

discove in one’s bed of a 
shell ready and willing to burst, as- 
sociated with the usual nightmare in- 
capacity to execute the necessary 
movements to get rid of it. Several 
men have trad dreams centering 
around the inability to withdraw the 
bayonet from an enemy's body when 
urgently required for self-defense. 

“Yet these nightmare-ridden men 
are as brave as the rest in face of 
actual danger.” 


The Sikh’s Disc of Death. 


{London  Tit-Bits:] The 8sikhs 
fighting in the war can certainly 
claim top possess the most unique form 
of weapon of any military unit in 
the campaign. This is a hand-thrown 
missile, composed of metal similar in 
shape to the discus with which we 
have been made familiar in Roman 
history. Its edge is sharpened like 
a razor, and the weapon, when 
thrown with a peculiar circular mo- 
tion, has extraordinary Penetrating 
power. It cuts like a knife through 
paper when it strikes any object in 
its path. At a distance of a hundred 
yards the disc is capable of cutting 
its way through a piece of hard wood 
two inches thick. It is the peculiar 
twist given to the weapon when it 
is thrown which causes the cutting 
edge to bury itself so remorselessly 
in anything that it meets. It is doubt- 
ful whether any but the Sikhs could 
effectively use this unique weapon.

Leading Tokio Newspapers 
Discuss Proposition. 


Questions of the Far East 
of Most Importance. 


{a. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
TOKIO, Jan. 30.—Strongly ex- 
Pressed opinion both for and against 
sending a Japanese army to Europe is 
found in the Japanese press. 

The Osaka Mainichi remarks that 
although it has repeatedly drawn at- 
tention to the impossibility of sending 
Japanese troops to Europe it is to be 
regretted that there are still not a few 
who seriously favor the project of ac- 
tively helping the allies. The paper 
continues: 
“What most troubles us, however, is 
the apprehension increasingly enter- 
tained in England and in France as 
to our miotives in the event of our as- 
sisting the allies. This apprehension 
is largely due to the reckless and im- 
prudent manner in which some of us 
have insisted on Japan sending an 
army to Europe. 
“To our thinking, those who con- 
sider it necessary to help the allies 
at the present moment do not repre- 
sent the real opinion of our people 
and ignore the position which we oc- 
cupy in our relation to other nations 
Should the allied nations really be in 
need of our arms, their respective gov- 
ernments will communicate formally 
with our government. It is not the 
attitude of patriotic people, with the 
peace of the world at heart, to cause 
ill-feeling among our friends by in- 
sisting on the necessity of assisting the 
allies. Japan is confronted with sev- 
eral important questions relating to 
the Far East, which await urgent set- 
tlement and the allied nations would 
do well to remember that she cannot 
afford to send her troops to Europe.” 
The Tokio Yoredzu, on the other 
hand, prints an editorial in the 
French language and points out that 
Japanese participation would be ac- 
cepted with joy by France, which has 
never raised or troubled itself with 
the question of races. England and 
Russia, far from opposing the scheme, 
thought the newspaper, would be 
equally happy at Japanese assistance. 
The writer adds: 
“On the day we decided to act in 
Europe we will receive from the allies 
a formal guarantee of advantages 
which will indemnify us for all sacri- 
fices. As to the question of transports 
that has certainly already been set- 
thed for the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
has always suggested the possibility 
of Japanese intervention in India as 
an ally of Great Britain.” 
The journal points out that Japa- 
nese participation would hasten the 
end of the great war which is so ter- 
rible even for neutral countries where 
stagnation of business increases from 
day to day and genera! misery is piling 


up. 

It concludes that the military inter- 
vention of Japan is not only possible 
but necessary for the good of Japan 
and the good of the world. 


EVEN GERMAN BOYS 
PLAY AT WAR. 


GAMES CONDUCTED IN FOREST 
PRELIMINARY TO JOINING 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
BERLIN, Feb. 15.—Thousands of 
Berlin Pathfinders, the boy scouts of 


Germany, since the beginning of the 
war have spent their Sunday mornings 
in the forests around the capital in 
exercises intended to train them for 
their future career in the army. The 
other morning at. an early hour the 
streets resounded with the marching 
of the Pathfinders making their way 
toward a rendezvous near Schulzen- 
dorf, starting from which place a 
sham battle had been arranged against 
another large body of Pathfinders 
coming from WHermedorf. All were 
dreseed in their gray uniforms, very 
much Hke the color of the field uni- 
forms adopted by the army. 

At a given signal the Berlin Path- 
finders, the white army, entered the 
woods tn search of the opposing red 
army. All their movements were car- 
Tied out in almost complete silence. 
Soon dispatch riders on bicycles or on 
foot came hurrying back to headquar- 
ters with the report that the “enemy” 
had been located, and shortly after- 
ward loud hurrahs announced an en- 
gagement, as a result of which the 
white army succeeded in taking great 
numbers of the red army prisoners and 
carrying off the victory. 

The Pathfinders have their own 
headquarters in the woods. The buil4d- 
ing has been erected by the boys 
themselves and all around it are well- 
constructed trenches of striking sim- 
ilarity to those at the real “front.” 


AUSTRIAN ARMY 
; SHY OF RIFLES. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
PETROGRAD, Feb. 10.—<Austria 
has from the beginning of the war 
mobilized between 3,300,000 and 3,- 
600,000 men, tncluding all men Hable 
to military service up to 42 years of 
age, and also the drilled recruits of 
the class of 1915, says the Budapest 
correspondent of the Novoe Vremya. 
Semi-official information places the 
losses up to December 19 at $00,000, 
killed and wounded, exclusive of 
missing and prisoners. 
The Austrian army is now suffering 
from a deficiency of rifles, secording 
to the correspondent. At the begin- 
ning of the war the landsturm were 
armed with rifles of the 1870 pattern, 
a part receiving even shotguns. Ger- 
many sent a million modern pieces to 
the Austrians, but a deficiency has 
again arisen. It is said that the gen- 
darmes have had to turn their rifles 
over to the soldiers, receiving pistols 
instead. ‘Work of manufacturing a 
new supply is proceeding night and 
day at Steyr and other arsenals, with 
an output of 30,000 arms weekly,

ALGERIANS CAPTURE TRENCHES 
BY CLEVER TRIOK. 


Wandering Horses Taken by Ger- 
mans and ate Followed by Another 
Contingent the Next Night with 
Their Owners Riding Concealed 
Beneath Their Bellies.

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The ruse where- 
by Algerian hcrsemen gained a foot- 
ing tin the Great Dune, between the 
Ostend road and the sea, hag just be- 
come known. 

The German position appeared 
most impregnable, the Germans hav- 
ing made the place a sort of warren, 
from which they sniped the sappers 
attempting to mine their position. The 
4 ane advance was siow until the 
Aigerian horsemen hit upon a plan. 
One morning six fine Arab horses 
wandered, apparently quite accident- 
ally, between the French and German 
lines. The Germans were careful not 
to fire on them, preferring tc capture 
the animals when they got near 
enough to their trenches. On the fol- 
lowing day, towards nightfall, twenty- 
four horses appeared on the same 
ground. In the half light the Germans 
were only able to distinguish their} 
vague outlines and to see that they 
were unmounted. They were prepar- 
ing te welcome them as another use- 
ful capture when, in response to a 
sharp cry the two dozen horses, 
kicking up their heels, galloped back 
to the French trenches. Thereupon 
twenty-four gray forms rose from 
the ground to throw themselves into 
the German trenches. Concealing 
themselves in eastern fashion under 
the bellies of their mounts, the Al- 
gerians had arrived almcst at the 
edge of the hostile trenches, which 
they proceeded to attack with fury. 
The second German line did not dare 
to fire for fear of shooting their own 
men in the uncertain light, and the 
Germans wavered. At this moment 
the French infantrymen arrived for 
support. 
At 10 o'clock in the evening they 
had gained possession of the Great 
Dune with but smal! Iiceses. 


LONDON BREAD LINE 
LONGER THAN USUAL 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
LONDON, Jan. 31.—The increasing 
price of bread is giving Great Britain 
serious concern, but it will not re- 
act appreciably on the cost of living of 
London's poor, who exist largely on 
the stale foods that the dealers are 
giad to get rid of at a nominal 
charge. 

Every bakeshop in London has, 
even in normal times, its evening 
bread line. Since the war, the num- 
ber of people in the lines has in- 
creased. Stale fish used to find a wide 
market, but since the war began fish 
dealers have bought so carefully, ow- 
ing to the high price, that there is 
practically none left over at the day’s 
end. Many shops and resturants 
charge nothing for their waste, and 
support a number of deserving de- 
pendents. 

Scarcity of labor, shortage of ships 
and heavy war risks are held jointly 
responsible for the increased price of 
flour. Floods have ruined a large part 
of the vegetable farms supplying Lon- 
don, and heavy rains caused consid- 
erable damage in truck gardens in 
other parts of the United Kingdom.

BELGIAN ARMY 
IS REORGANIZED. 
ALL THE OLD GENERALS RETIRE 


AND ARE SUCCEEDED BY 
YOUNGER MEN. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

HAVRE, Jan. 31.—The Belgian 
army has lately undergone a com- 
plete shake-up and reorganization, 
followed by the retirement of all the 
generals commanding divisions, in- 
cluding even the brilliant Gen. Ber- 
trand, who is incapacitated by illness. 
These officers have been replaced by 
younger and more active men. 

From officials connected with the 
Belgian government at Havre it is 
learned that the new army is divided 
-Into six divisions. Mixed brigades 
have been dispensed with, and, as 
cavalry can play no active role tn the 
present trench warfare, its officers and 
men are largely serving as infantry. 

A section of auto-cannons has been 
created in imitation of the Germans, 
who used these mobile weapons in 
their surprise attacks on Furnes and 
Coxyde, being able to run in close to 
the enemy lines and escape unscathed, 
especialW during times of fog. As the 
Belgian cyclists have already estab- 
lished a record of daring in their as- 
saults within the German lines, the 
auto artillery is expected to give an 
equally good account of itself. Its 
commander is Maj. Colon, late mili- 
tary attache at Paris.

A NOVEL OF VALUE. 


THE HARBOR. By Earnest Poole. 
millan Company, New York. 


E WELCOME the book with artistry 

and sincerity in it. When the author has 

sweep of vision and drives with a far- 
reaching purpose, when words are laid to 
gether with care—why, then we are urged 
to make some extra t statement that 
will attract attention. This is perhaps be- 
cause We see 50 many extravagant state. 
ments favoring books we do not like. 
Chanticleer took the credit for making the 
sun get up in the morning; and we who 
read new books and talk about them are 
likely to feel with Chanticleer some little 
credit in crowing over our discovery just 
as a new, worthy book comes over the hori- 
zon. 

We do not mean to say that “The Harbor” 
is @ great book in the sense with which that 
word is carefully used. We do mean 
to say that it is an exceptionally fine book. 
We fancy it is a first novel—not because 
we know nothing of Mr. Poole, but because 
it has the freshness, the sincerity and the 
certain “desirable defects” in the form of 
an abundance of ideas usually discernible 
in the maiden effort of the earnest author. 

Though this is a book of length, the 
theme may be briefly stated: The trans- 
ition of the New York harbor is shown 
through three well defined periods typifying 
the industrial growth and problems of the 
nation. The first is the waning prosperity 
of the merchantmen; the second is the 
rich traffic of the ocean-shuttling steamers; 
the third is the conflict between the labor- 
ers of the docks and the owners. 

The second of the four divisions into 
which the story is divided is somewhat 
desultory, and more attention than seems 
needed is given to situations that blur rath- 
er than strengthen the reader's insight. 
The action is slow, gathers in force, 
sweeps on—something like the undercur- 
rent of the sea, and never rises into a 
roar or crash. The third part of the story 
is particularly fine, with the least nolay, 
least brutal and yet most vivid description 
and understanding of the potential lawless- 
ness of aroused strikers that we know of. 

“The Harbor” is indeed, a careful, artis- 
tic, sincere book. There are parts of it— 
particularly those chapters dealing with 
the strikers—that have qualities which for 
want of a better word may be called classic. 
It is a novel of high value.

AMERICAN SHIP EVELYN 
NOT OFF HER COURSE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 37,—The 
W am report of Commander Gher- 

ardi, naval attache at Berlin, on 
the sinking of the American cotton 
steamer Evelyn by a mine in the 
North Sea, received here today, indi- 
cates that the ship was not off her 
course as was suggested, and was, in 
fact, in waters where she should have 
been safe. 

By comparing the WBEvelyn’s posi- 
tion tn latitude and longitude and by 
studying maps and a comparison 
with the German Admiralty's di- 
rections, naval officers are of the 


opinion that the Evelyn was about 
twenty miles off the north coast of 


Holland and twenty-five miles north-. 
‘west of Borkum Island. The Ger- 
man war sone decree a strip 
of thirty miles along the Dutch coast 
in the safety zone. 

In the opinion of naval officers 
here, the Evelyn probably struck a 
mine which had broken loose from 
its moorings somewhere along the 
German coast immediately to the 
north and which was floating towards 
the coast of Holland where, according 
to reports, numerous mines have beeh 
found on the shores.

SALTON SEA FISHERIES. 


Carp to Be Prepared for Chicken 
and Hog Food—Plant Being Pre- 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
BANNING, Feb. 27.—An immense 
plant, for the purpose of converting 
Salton Sea or Coachella Valley Lake 
carp into chicken and hog food and 
fertilizer, is being built on the shores 


brought in by residents of that section. 


R. Burlingham of Long Beach, who 
recently came from Washington State, 
is in charge of the plant and fishing 
operations. 

The sea is filled with these non- 
edible fish and about twenty or thirty 
tons a day are being taken out. The 
fish are converted into stock food, 
fertilizer and oil. The machinery of 
the company is at Salto, also two boats 
used for fishing purposes and seines.

DIAN MUSIC 
IS DIFFERENT. 


CAPMAN RECITAL UNIQUE AS 
WELD AS INTERESTING. 


Instructive Discourse on Pure and 
Unadulterated Compositions of 
the Redman Shows that He is Un- 
musical—Novelty, However, Car- 
ries it Over Fine, 


The American Indian is unmusical. 
Charles Wakefield Cadman, the noted 
American composer, and his magnetic 
assistant and vocal interpreter, Prin- 
cess Tslianina Redfeather, established 
that fact at Trinity Auditorium, yes- 
terday afternoon, beyond a shadow of 
doubt. 

It was a unique afternoon, this 1i- 
lustrated discourse on the music of 
the “original American,” and it was 
instructive, too, and from start to 
finish interesting in the extreme. 

But if America is to take a stand- 
ard for its music, the black man, 
rather than the red, will probably 
win out, for Indian music, or at least 
that part which is pure and unadu)- 
terated, and not modernized by the 
impressionistic genius of Cadman, has 
“9g besides novelty to recommend 

It speaks volumes con the 
lives of these peoples 
and the prairie. One can easily con- 
jure up the brave, who doubtless 
thought music decidedly feminine, 
and save for the war dance would 
scarce permit anything more musical 
than a war whoop to pass his lips: it 
speaks volumes for the equaw, whose 
broad shoulders assumed the worka- 
day burden of existence; it speaks 
volumes for the Indian maid, with 
whom marriage was a matter of bar- 


the price for possession. 

For it boasts for the most part a 
plaintive monotony, and a tinge of 
the mystic, a yearning for something 
not understood and an apathy which 
makes it manifest that fulfillment is 
not in the least expected. 

It is boastful, too, in some _ re- 
spects; in fact, teems with qualities 
which are practically absent in all 
Caucasian music, unless one goes back 
to the primer of our musical en- 
deavor when sound instruments could 
be counted on a single hand. 

The limitations of the Indian mu- 
sical instruments is deftly brought 
out by Cadman by octave arrange- 
ments. Piano octaves and a drum 
can produce almost everything in mu- 
sic an Indian ever presented, and 
even Princess Tsianina is an admir- 
able illustration of the narrowness of 
the red man’s endeavor. 

She is a fascinating being and a 
Clever actress. One can well believe 
Cadman's statement that in a coun- 
try-wide search he found no one who 
could suit his purpose so well as she. 
but her voice shows the poverty of 
an Indian soul. 

It is different; different from any 
Caucasian voice you ever heard, but 
it is an indefinite difference which 
one-might attribute to a dozen sources 
and still be wrong. 

Both in joy and in sorrow it sug- 
gests a fataliem, an acceptance of the 
emotion it depicts as a matter of 
course, entirely unworthy of ecstacy 
or despair. And yet it isn’t flat, as 


similar circumstances, and therein it 
is extraordinary. 

The afternoon began with a trio, 
Presented by Oscar Seiling, violin: Ax- 
el Simonsen, ‘cellist, and Mr. Cadman 
at the piano, after which the Cadman 
compositions were presented by the 
composer and the princess.

People of Western San Fernando 
District Expect Soon to Have Edu- 
cational Advantages Unsurpassed 
in Southland — Section Rapidly 


Advancing. 
Working plans for the modern and 
attractive grammar school to be 


erected in the Chatsworth district are 
well under way in the office of Archi- 
tects Oliver P. Dennis and Henry 
Harwood Hewitt of this city. The 
school will replace a frame building 
that has served the old-time valley 
community for a generation. It will 
represent an outlay of approximate- 
ly $35,000. 

The Chatsworth school will 
started almost simultaneously with 
the splendid new %100,000 “wens- 
mouth Union High School, whici: will 
be one of the handsomest and finest 
institutions of ite kind in the West 
and which is being planned by the 
same architects. The two projects 
are closely associated, as the Chats- 
worth district is one of nine com- 
prising the Owensmouth High School 
district. Both schools are being erect- 
ed in response to a demand for in- 
creased educational facilities due to 
the phenomenal advance of the west- 
ern end of the San Fernando Valley. 

A perspective and complete descrip- 
tion of the new valley High School 
was published in The Times two 
weeks ago. The new Chatsworth 
school will be of the same thorough- 
Ivy modern type of construction 4s 
the larger inatitution. Its design 
will be along the lines of the mod- 
ernized classic. Hollow tile will be 
used for the walls and partitions. The 
roof will be of clay tile. 

The building will contain eight 
large classrooms, teachers’ and prin- 
cipal’s rooms, a library and an audi- 
torium. The equipment throughout 
will emphasize the last word in school 
planning and appointment. The 
building will have a setting of fine 
old eucalyptus and pepper trees. 

Chatsworth is one of the most beau- 
tifully-situated places in Southern 
California, but has until recent years 
been out of touch with other com- 
munities, owing to its comparative 
isolation. With the beginning of de- 
velopment operations on the great 
Van Nuys-Lankershim ranch four 
vears ago, the community, with its 
oak-covered foothills and ite wide 
reaches of fertile land, began to come 
to the front. Today Chatsworth is 
entering the greatest era in its his- 
tory. 

The development of the old ranch 
lands has reached to its very edges 
and magnificent highways have linked 
it with all the rest of the San Fer- 
nando Valley and with Los Angeles 
and other cities. The coming of the 
Owens River water is expected to 
complete the transfermation and to 
make of Chatsworth one of the most 
charming of all the suburbs of Los 
Angeles. 

The bonds for the fine grammar 
school that is about to be built by the 
district were voted almost without 
opposition, so confident are the peo- 
ple of Chatsworth in the future of

OF ANCIENT AMERICA. 


Art and History Enriched 


by Exhibits at San Diego 


Exposition —. Wonderful Archeological Discoveries 
Made Near the Isthmus are Taken to the Fair — Out- 


door Doings. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.} 


AN DIEGO, Feb. 27.—One 
S pass weeks in the central group 

of buildings, the California quad- 
rangle, at the San Diego exposition 
and always find something new to 
study. Permanent exhibits, which 
will give to San Diego a wonderful 
museum of untold value, occupy this 
quadrangle and offer an opportunity 
to study the progress of man by his 
arts and crafts from the earliest times 
to the present. 

Art and history have a prominent 
place in the San Diego exposition, for 
at San Diego the first colony of Euro- 
peans was founded and the first ef-| 
forts were made to teach the aborig- 
ines the arts and sciences of the white 
man. But the San Diego exposition 
exhibits go back even farther than 
the history of the white man. Knowl- 
edge of American history usually be- 
gins with the period of discovery and 
conquest and follows down to the 
present time. 

In the beautiful California Butld- 
ing is a display of ancient art of 
America, the art of the Mayas of 
Central America, that begins with the 
discovery of America by Columbus, 
and, looking back, views the history 
of a civilization that reached its zenith 
and went down before it was known 
to white men. 

It is the first time in the histery 
of expositions that an entire building 
is devoted to ancient America, and 
it affords an opportunity to study an 
age in America about which Ameri- 
cans generally are not well informed. 
This wonderful exhibit has been col- 
lected and arranged by Dr. Edgar Ia 
Hewitt, director of the School of 
American Archeology, a man of in- 
ternational fame as an archeologist 
and ethnologist. 

AMERICAN HISTORY. 


One is at first sight impressed by 
the California Building, the tower of 
which rises nearly 200 feet above the 
ground. The ornamentation of this} 
tower is bewilderingly profuse, and 
on it in the sculptured figures of the 


by 


history of the country is a study in 
American history Itself. 

Entering the vestibule of the build- 
ing, one sees a beautiful frieze done 
Mrs. Sallie James Farnham, the 
sculptor, which depicts the discovery 
and conquest of America, and bas re- 
lief sculptures from the ancient Maya 
city of Palenque, Mex., showing rites 
of these ancient people, further dec- 
orate the vestibule with the most im- 
Pressive decorations imaginable. 

In the rotunda of the great build- 
ing under the dome are reproductions 
of the marvelous monuments found in 
the jungles of Guatemala, which the 
Mayas built ages ago. The -monu- 
ments are exact reproductions of those 
discovered by the archeologists five 
years ago in Central America and 
were reproduced in the jungles where 
found, under the direction of Dr. 
Hewitt, who for the past five vears 
has been in charge of archeological 
expeditions for the exposition. 

For ages the cities of the Mayas had 
lain buried in the tropical jungles un- 
til discovered by hunters. It is now 
known the ancient temple builders of 
Central America were American In- 
dians. The hieroglyphics on the huge 
monuments, some of which are 100 
feet in heighth, are a seal book, for 
none of the scientists have discovered 
the key and the characters do not 
bear any resemblance to those of the 
Egyptians or any other ancient peo- 
ple, the archeologists tell us. 


PERFECT SETTING. 

The rotunda under the great deme 
of the California Building gives a 
perfect setting for the -massive monu- 
ments with their strange carvings, 
and this hall contains nothing else 
with the exception of a number of 
huge palms. No more noble setting 
for the works of the Mayas could 
be found, and never before have 
they been presented in such perfec- 
tion. 

Here is a study itn the ancient his- 
tory cf America that must impress 
the most casual observer. Civilization 
as great as that attained by the 
Egyptians js shown in the finished 
work of the monuments hewn out

as the Great Turtle, represents a 
woman in the mouth of a mythic ani- 
mal. Another, evidently the monu- 
ment of a priest, shows the figure 
of a priest ruler. 

Research by Dr. Hewitt and other 
archeologists shows that no proof 
exists that this civilization was de- 
rived from Egypt or the Orient. It 
is their belief on the contrary that 
during a certain period of many cen- 
turies it arose, flourished and declined 
in Central America, and that the peo- 
ple must have been the . original 
Americans, or Indians. Scme authgri- 
ties place the date of the Maya cities 
as early as the twelfth century, B.. C. 
The civilization was profoundly re- 
ligious, a trait of the entire American 
Indian race. 

An architectural mode] of a tem- 
Ple of sacrifice taken from Chichen 
Itza, Yucatan, mural paintings of the 
Maya cities by Carlos Vierra, a Maya 
frieze, showing scenes from Maya life, 
and a case of beautiful vases exca- 
vated at Chiriqui, Panama, give one 
an idea of this wonderful cultivation 
reached by the ancient inhabitants cf 
America, 

Then, leading from the California 
Bullding is the Science and Education 
Building, where Dr. Hewitt has se- 


cured and arranged a display known 


as “The Science of Man.” Casts show. 
ing the evolution of man from the 
lowest form to the present civiliza- 
tion, and other exhibits that would 
do credit to the greatest universities, 
are here. In the Indian Arts Build- 
ing. also under the supervision cf Dr. 
Hewitt, are shown the art and handi- 
craft of the American Indian. Strik- 
ing groups of life-sized, bronze fig- 
ures, the work of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution show the development of the 
Indian tn mining and in handieraft. 
The Fine Arts Building is devoted 
wholly to American art and is a won- 
derful exhibit of modern art, giving 
the work of eleven different American 
artists. The Little Art Gallery, which 
is hung with paintings of a different 
American artist each month, ts one 
of the places of greatest interest to 
American artists. The past two 
months the paintings of Beauregard. 
the young American artist who died 
while working on peintings for the 
expceition, were on exhibition.

So far ag is known, there are no 
Parallels to these curious mineral 
forms in the United States: perhaps 
there are none in the world.

Lead, copper and zinc occur in the 
“brass” ore in its native state. Since 
the ore is of marked volcanic origin 
it is probable that there exist par- 
ticles of real brass, made from its 
component metals by heat.

DUTCH CAPITAL 
MAY BEAR LOAD. 


That there may be a marked pre- 
of Dutch capital in the 

yal Dutch-Shell corporation enter- 
prises in California, on account of a 
recent order of the British govern- 
ment restricting the new issue of 
shares in joint stock companies, is a 
theory advanced by the London cor- 
respondent of the National Petroleum 
News. He speaks of:the danger of 
possible interference with the Royal 
Dutch-Shell scheme of financing its 
expansion in this State as follows: 

“As is well known, the Royal 
Dutch-Shell groups are at present 
financing very large operations in 
California, which include a pipe line 
as well as storage and refining plant. 
The cost of these is expected to run 
into a few millions sterling, and when 
appealing for further capital this 
group usually allots its issues in the 
proportions of three-fifths to the 
Dutch and two-fifths to the British 
interests. 

“The case appears to come abso- 
lutely under the treasury ban pro- 
hibiting issues of capital for use in 
foreign countries, and it would be 
hard if the British investor did not 
have the opportunity of participating 
in what will probably be a highly re- 
munerative undertaking, especially as 
s0 much British capital is already 
sunk in the interests of this group. 

“It is not known what course the 
Royal Dutch & Shell will adopt but it 
is quite clear that if no issue for the 
purpose is to be allowed in Great 
Britain the expenditure must be met 
by drawing on cash reserves or by 
getting foreign capital. That the Roy- 
al Dutch would have no difficulty in 
finding the money among their many 
powerful friends can be taken for 
granted, but if they adopted this 
course it would mean that the pre- 
ponderance of Dutch interests In the 
group would be considerably increased 
over the British.”

Greenockite. 

EAGLE PEAK, Feb. 7.—Q.: I am 
submitting to your mineralogical de- 
partment a sample of ore that is taken 
from a mine near the California-Neva- 
da line. The mine has lead carbon- 
ate, galena, and zinc ores. The sam- 
ple comes from a pocket. You will 
notice that the sample is coated with 
yellow, and other coating of an orange 
color. I have had a report on this 
ore, in which it ie stated that, “the 
sample is orpiment, arsenic sulphide.” 
Now, if I understand arsenical ores, 
arsenical fumes are formed in con- 
nection with heat. I am in doubt about 
the sample; is it orpiment? yf 

A.: The sample is in part green- 
ockite; named by its discoverer, Lord 
Greenock. 

The mineral carries no arsenic, and 
the sample is chiefly cadmium sulphide. 
Tt is, “Hexagonal, hemimorphous; that 
is to say, with the opposite extremi- 
ties of the crystal dissimilar.” 

The sample carries a few micro- 
scopical crystals of greenockite, and 
carries a high percentage of cadmium 
sulphide in microscopical reniform 
masses, with powdery honey, yellow, 
orange yellow, and orange brown col- 
orations. Translucent, adamantine 
and resinous in luster; streak ‘“be- 
tween orange yellow and brick red. 
Strong double refraction; index of re- 
fraction 2.688." Hardness 3. Sp. 
weight 4.9. 

The sample decrepitates when heat- 
ed, and strongly so, at that. In the 
flame of the blowpipe it turns carmine 
red, and returns to its yellow colors 
on cooling. The mineral on charcoal; 
play upon with the flame decomposes, 
and a reddish-yellow ring of cadmium 
oxide is deposited around the assay. 
The mineral is soluble in concentrated 
hydrochloric acid, and violently 
evolves hydrogen sulphide without 
separation of sulphur present. 

With the sample, and in portions 
thereof, cadmiferous blende, known as 
przibramite (of mineralogy) is pres- 


ent. 

While it is true that much of thé cad- 
mium of commerce is obtained from 
furnace products, it is also true that 
the rare mineral greenockite is the 
“single known ore of cadmium.”

National Brotherhood of Operative 
Potters has been followed since 1897. 
The system has resulted in increased 
wages and improved working condi- 
tions for the employees. That the 
system is not without its drawbacks 
is evidenced by the latest agreement 
into which the employers and em- 
ployees entered, in which specific pro- 
vision is made concerning violations of 
the working agreement by the em- 
ployees, of which the manufacturers 
had frequently complained. No 
doubt the manufacturers have 
legitimate ground for criticiam of 
the members of the brotherhood 
for failure to observe the 
rules and regulations that the union 
itself has adopted, and one of the 
chief difficulties encountered by the 
officials of the brotherhood is that in- 
volved tn the settlement of disputes 


agreement. Successful continuance of 
the collective bargaining system de- 
pends upon the faithful observance of 
the agreement by both parties con- 
cerned. There is needed, and un- 
doubtedly there mugt come, a better, 
broader spirit of co-operation that will 
be concerned not only with wages and 
working conditions but also with the 
quality of workmanship and product 
and the protection of the interests of 
both employer and employee. Equit- 
able wages and satisfactory working 
conditions are desirable and necessary, 
but if the employees fail to go further, 
if they lack pride of workmanship, if 
they exhibit a spirit of indifference or 
of hostility toward the employers, if 
they countenance violations of agree- 
ments which they through their repre- 
sentatives have ratified, the collective- 
bargaining system must fail.

PREMIUM FOR SLOW WORK. 


Proposition of Engineers and Fire- 
men for Time and a Half Pay for 
All Overtime Work. 

That the granting of time and one- 
half for overtime demanded by engi- 
neers and firemen on western railways 
would place a premium upon tardy 
operation of trains and result in seri- 
ous interference with discipline was 
stated at Chicago before the Federa) 
Board of Arbitration by A. W. Tren- 
holm, general manager of the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
and chairman of the Conference Com- 
mittee of Managers representing the 
western railways. Time and one-half 
is one of the sixteen demands of the 
men, which the railways estimate 
— cost them yearly about $41,000,- 
“The allowance of time and one-half 
for overtime is open to so many seri- 
ous objections,” said Mr. Trenholm, 
“that we do not feel it should be seri- 
ously considered. It would not reduce 
overtime, but, on the contrary, would 
be an incentive to increase it. 

“The movement of trains is depend- 
ent largely upon the prompt carrying 
out of orders and the desire of the 
men under present conditions to get 
over the road and receive their com- 
pensation on the speed basis. This 
would be destroyed and the incentive 
would be, if the train were near the 
average of ten miles per hour, for the 
crew to take little interest in making 
meeting points, feeling that if they run 
into overtime they would be receiving 
50 per cent. greater compensation. 

“There are many ways in practical 
operation of trains where delays can 
be accomplished and we are very so- 
licitous that no rule be granted that 
offers a premium for delays to the 
business of the railroads. I do not 
mean to criticise the men and I know 
there are none on my road who would 
do this, but the incentive is there. To- 
day it ts to the interest of the com- 
pany and the men alike to get over 
the road as promptly as possible and 
it would produce neither good nor 
harmonious working were higher pay 
set for slow than for fast operation. 

“Conditions in railway service are 
entirely different from those in other 
industries. To adjust to a basis of 
hours would necessitate readjusting of 
terminals and would change present 
conditions and practices, 

“Train schedules are set by local 
conditions which the roads may not 
vary to avoid overtime. Chicago, for 
instance, must have a very extensive 
suburban service. Around other cit- 
les of size you have a similar condi- 
tion requiring the movement of peo- 
ple inward in the morning and out- 
ward in the afternoon. Branch serv- 
ice must be regulated to meet through 
trains. All passenger schedules are so 
interwoven that to change one may 
disturb all. 

“The skill of the gentlemen who 
prepared these demands,” said Mr. 
Trenholm, earlier, “is entitled to a 
good deal of credit, in capitalizing 
every possible thing. almost, that 
could be conceived to produce a wage- 
earning set of rules. 

“It is the first time in the history 
of railroading that any such arbitrary, 
unreasonable set of rules has ever been 
submitted to any railroad. There is no 
reason in the world for splitting up a 
road trip from the time the engine 
leaves the roundhouse till it reaches 
the other end of its run, except the 
one the men set up, namely, the cre- 
ation of additional compensation and 
getting away from giving the railroad 
a reasonable day's service.”

XPLOITS IN 
EFFICIENCY. 


WOULD ABOLISH SYSTEM IN ADD 
FEDERAL PLANTS. 


American Federation of Labor has 
Constantly Fought the Efficiency 
System in Government Plants 
Which Enables Employees to In- 
crease Their Earnings. 


{Washington Correspondence of the 
Boston Transcript:] In striking from 
the army appropriation bill the rider 
of Representative Deitrick of Massa- 
chusetts, intended to abolish the use 
of the Taylor efficiency system in all 
government plants, the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs has not 
necessarily removed this issue from 
the legislative field. The provision 
may be voted in by the Senate, and 
if not it will become a subject of con- 
ference; therefore, until the bill has 
come from the Conference Commit- 
tee it will be impossible to'feel certain 
that the American Federation of La- 
bor has not won the campaign it has 
been making for a long time to elimi- 
nate scientific management from the 
arsenals and navy yards. The Deitrick 
rider is as follows: 

Provided, that no part of the appro- 
priations made in this bill shall be 
available for the salary or pay of any 
officer, manager, superintendent, fore- 
man, or-other person having charge 
of the} work of any employee of the 
United States government while mak- 


‘ing, or causing to be made, with a 


stop watch or ether time-measuring 
device, a time study of any job of any 
such employee between the starting 
and completion thereof or of the 
movements of any such employee 
while engaged upon such work: nor 
shall any part of the appropriations 
made in this bill be available to pay 
any premium or bonus or cash re- 
ward to any employee in addition to 
his regular wages, except for sugges- 
tions resulting in improvements or 
economy in the operation of any gov- 
ernment plant; and no claim for serv- 
ices performed by any person while 
ag this proviso shall be al- 
owed. 


CROZIER’S BLUNT COMMENTS. 


In his report for 1914, Gen. Crozier, 
chief of ordnance, stated expressly 
that “as a result of this extensive 
investigation the committee did not 
find, and did not say that it found, 
anything to the disadvantage of the 
employees in practice anywhere in 
the ordnance department.” Com- 
menting upon the testimony taken by 
the Committee on Labor, Gen. Cro- 
zier says that the committee has not 
visited any of the arsenals and that 
“certain statements made in the re- 
port are so erroneous that they seem 
only to be accounted for by the dif- 
ficulty of appreciating verbal testi- 
mony without an acquaintance of ac- 
tual conditions.” As an example of 
the inaccuracy of the report, the 
Statement is made that the system 
“really operates to reduce the work- 
man’s Wages, not to increase them.” 
Of this assertion and of hundreds of 
other figures of like purport in the 
report, Gen. Crozier diplomatically 
says that they are “utterly impossible 
of comprehension.” 

Various complaints have been made 
to the War Department by so-called 
committees of employees at both the 
Frankford and Watertown arsenals to 
Gen. Crozier. The pétitions were sent 
to the Watertown arsenal and cm- 
ployees there were examined individ- 
ually as to their views. It was found 
that some of the signers repudiated 
the facts alleged in the petitions: but 
as soon as it became known through- 
out the establishment that questions 
were being asked by authority, a tele- 
Sram charging intimidation was sent 
to the local member of Congress and 
at the same time, Gen. Crozier states, 
the answers began to take on a char- 
acter of uniform opposition to the 
system. Some of the workmen, how- 
ever, including men who were earning 
good premium, voluntarily opposed 
the system. 

COERCED BY THE UNIONS. 

Gen. Crozier summarized the situ- 
ation in these terms: 

“I think the petitions are due both 
to the coercion and the teachings of 
labor organizations.. The coercion 
comes from the opposition which or- 
ganized labor has always shown to 
the increase of the productivity of 
the individual, which it has fought in 
all the forms in which it has made 
ite appearance, from the time of the 
introduction of the power loom. The 
fact that increased individual produc- 
tion redounds ultimately to the ad- 
vantage of the working classes, as 
well as to that of everybody else, has 
been powerless to produce a chance 
of attitude in this respect. In rhe 
ordinary case this is perhaps expli- 
cable by the fact that, while the ulti- 
mate advantage is demonstrated, the 
immediate effect is disastrous to some 
of the individuals involved, while an 
immediate remedy for the disaster has 
not been provided. In the instance 
of increased productivity at the 
Watertown arsenal, however, there 
has been no immediate disadvantage 
to any class, since the substantial :n- 
crease in the wages paid out has not 
been accompanied by any diminution 
of the working force. 

From interviews with the employees 
I am of the opinion that the teach- 
ing of the unions at the Watertown 
arsenal is that, if the men will join 
in the expulsion of the premium sys- 
tem, the political power of the un- 
ions will be sufficient and will be used 
to secure the same increase of pay 
as it had under the premium system, 
without the necessity of working for 
it. This, of course, could not be ac- 
complished without the abandonment 
of the rule of the department that 
the wages paid at the arsenal shall 
be the same as those of the vicinity 
for work of like character. Care- 
ful examination upon this point is 
periodically made, and it is a fact 
that at the present time the wages 


at the Watertown Arsenal are slight- | 


ly above those paid in the vicinity. 
Evidence as to the effect of the com-- 
parison is always welcome from the 
representatives of the workmen and 
readjustment is willingly made when 
eccasion for it is shown. 

It should be explained that the ef- 
ficiency system permits employees to 
make more than the average wage 
each day, and while the output is in- 
creased the wages of a very large 
number of the men and women in the 
arsenals are increased. However, in 
view of the orders issued by the War 
Department that strictest economy 
should prevail in all branches of work, 
and in view of the opposition to the 
system which is manifested by labor 
leaders in Congress, and in the re- 
port of the Labor Committee, Gen. 
Crozier had ordered the abandonment 
of the premium system in the Frank- 
ford and Watertown arsenals. Com- 
menting again, Gen. Crozier said in 
his report of 1913 that he had no 
doubt that if permitted to handle the 


lative directions, he could continue its 
operation astisfactorily, as the leaders 
of the disturbance could not hold the 
men in opposition to its manifest ad- 
vantages. 

MEN IN THE ARSENALS PROTEST. 


Now a new turn has been given to 
this rather serious issue raised by the 
American Federation of Labor by the 
action of the employees of the Frank- 
ford and Watertown arsenals in mak- 
ing a vigorous protest to government 
officials and to Congressmen against 
the abolition of the system, and it 
has even been suggested that a strike 
might follow if the premium system, 
which ie a feature of the Taylor ef- 
ficiency system, is

FEDERATION INCONSISTENT. 


This past point demonstrates the 
inconsistency of the American 


system. Apparently ite practices do 
not square with its professions, for 
the federation always has declared 
that the unions are a great protec- 
tion to the average worker and to 
the man of limited capacity and not 
only safeguarded hie pay but increased 
it wherever possible. In this case the 
action of the federation in promoting 
a measure abolishing the premium 
system in the arsenals is a biow 
against a large percentage of workers 
who are not of the highest type. The 
contention of the Federation of La- 
bor that without an efficiency system 
employers might be forced to take on 
more men and thus increase the 
chances of union men getting employ- 


officials who have been charged with 


appropriations economically. If the 
protests of the Frankford and Wa- 


tion whose fairness and accuracy will 
command general confidence, perhaps 
the discontinuance of the premium 
system will have brought about satis- 
factory results after all.

the recent report of the Lynn Cham- 
ber of Commerce and a statement by 
Charles W. Eliot, concerning the “In- 
jurious Policies of Labor Unions.” 
During the ten-year period following 
1897 the city of Lynn showed an 
enormous growth in buildings and 
population. 

A great many large shoe factories 
were built, greatly increasing shoe 
manufacturing floor space. The build- 
ing trade was at its height all over 
the city, stores were prosperous, all 
labor well employed and the general 
business of Lynn was the best in its 
history. During this period there 
were seme few labor organizations, 
but their operations were under a 
more conservative plan than now, and 
unreasonable demands were few, and 
did not materially interfere with the 
general operating of the shoe manu- 
facturing establishments. 

Since the period referred to, under 
the form and management of present 
labor organizations, the shoe manu- 
facturing business of Lynn has been 
on a decline at a rapid pace. A great 
many manufacturers have left Lynn, 
several have gone out of business, and 
a very few, remaining, have increased 
their volume, and at the present time 
there is more vacant floor space for 
shoe manufacturing purposes than 
ever before, and of late years there 
have been practically no new shoe 
factory buildings erected. 

Note the similarity of conditions in 
the Massachusetts city to those in Eng- 
land before the labor unions throttled 
the giass industry. Charles W. Eliot 
said in a recent issue of the world’s 
Work concerning limitation of output: 
“A glass blower may blow so many 
bottles, vials or retorts for a day's 
work; when he has blown that num- 
ber he must quit, although he has not 
worked more than four or five hours. 
The limitation of output in the glass 
blowers’ trade in England was made 
so extreme that the entire business 
went over to Belgium, where there 
was no such limitation. There are 
numerable examples in our country 
of this sort of limitation in trades 
centrolled by unions.” 

Lynn is a case in point. Business 
in that city is being ruined by unjust 
union regulations, and employers in 
ether localities may well remember 
the experience of this Massachusetts 
city. 


What Does a Man Produce? . 

{Philadelphia Record:] Among 
the, banners of the unemployed in 
New York when they came in collision 
with the.police was one reading: “We 
Want All We Produce.” 

There is a common impression 
among socialistic workmen, en- 
couraged by some of the new fangled 
college professors. that the weaver 
produces all the cloth that comes off 
the loom he tends. and he is robbed if 
his wages are only a part of the value 
of the cloth.

UNITED STATES NEEDS. 
SUBSIDY FOR SHIPS. 


Now Pays Two Hundred 


Million Dollars Annually to 


Foreign Vessels — Senator Perkins Calls Attention to 
Our Unrivaled Coast Fleet and Shows There is no 


Reason Why We Should not Have Ocean-going Fleet. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.] 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—All the 

world is talking of ships. Note 

’ the words of a wealthy and an 

Uncommonly able man, intellec- 

tually, who has known the sea ever 
since he was 12 years old. 

The Golden Eagle, a Kennebunk- 
Port freighter, arrived at Havre, on 
the coast of France, in the summer 
of 1853, with a cargo of cotton from 
New Orleans. A sailor boy, wages $7 
®& month, was a member of the crew. 

“Twelve full-rigged ships, flying the 
Stars and Stripes, were tied to the 
docks at the time,” George Clement 
Perkins, the former sailor boy, said. 
He quit the deep long ago, however, 
and is now, after having been the 
Governor of his State, a Senator in 
Congress from California, on whose 
shores he landed at the age of 17— 
an able _" before the mast— 
carrying roperty in a kit 
his back. 

“The ships," he went on to relate, 
“were loaded with the products of this 
country and goods from other corners 
of the earth. Only two British ves- 
Sels were there. Every evening the 
military bands on the men-of-war at 
anchor played the ‘Star ed 
Banner.’ 

_. shat was the golden age of the 
American merchant marine. Steamers 
of the Collins Line, outsailing the 
British Cunarders across the Atlantic, 
Were freighted with the most valuable 
merchandise and carried the best- 
paying passengers. 

“British naval officers actually came 
to this country to learn why Ameri- 
can ships surpassed their own in 
speed, power and efficiency. Young 
men were proud to be sailors in those 
days. Fortunes were made by ship- 
builders and ship-owners along our 
Northeastern Atlantic Coast. 

“I followed the sea, first as a cab- 
fin boy and then as a man before the 
mast, going on voyages out of New 
Orleans and Mobile to Great Britain, 
Norway, Sweden and France. Two of 
the ships in which I served brought 
cargoes of iron rails to the United 
States. One cargo was loaded in 
Sweden and the other in Wales. 

AMERICA RULED THE SEAS. 


“We brought salt from Liverpool to 
New Orleans and carried lumber from 
New Brunswick to Ireland. American 
vessels transported three-fourths of 
the oversea commerce of this country 
and did a large business with foreign 
nations, besides. 

“In 1852—I was a cabin boy then— 
255 sailing ships and barks, intended 
for the foreign trade, were built in 
the States. Three hundred 
and eighty-one. were built in 1855. 
Steam lines afterward ran to the 
West Indies and northward in the Pa- 
cific from the Isthmus of Panama. 

“There was a day when merchant- 
men from Boston and other New 
England ports took American mer- 
chandise to China and returned with 
tea and silk. Men grew rich in that 
very profitable business. The Sov- 
ereign of the Seas, an American ves- 
sel, made the voyage, under sall, from 
Honolulu to New York, 14,970 miles, 
in eighty-two days. a 

“I have lived in the time when the 
United States and Great Britain were 
side by side in the race for the mas- 
tery of the seas.. Also I have watched 
the American flag gradually disappear 
from all the ports of the world. To- 
day our flag is rarely seen abroad 
and American ships for years have 
been engaged almost entirely in the 
coasting trade—that is, in trade be- 
tween American ports. 

“Our own vessels, in 1856, the 
year I left the sea, carried 75 per 
cent. of the products and merchan- 
dise we sold to and bought from oth- 
er countries. The transportation of 
our foreign commerce then was in 
our own hands. Thirty years later, in 
1886, we carried but 15 per cent. of 
our exports and imports. Putting the 

res in another way, American ves- 
sels transported less than $200,000,- 
000 worth of the things we bought 
and sold, while foreign ships, mostly 
British, transported freight, originat- 
ing in and coming to this country, 
valued at more than $1,000,000,000! 
OWNED SHIPS AND WHALERS. 

“While cur deep-sea vessels have 
all but vanished, our coastwise vessels 
have greatly increased in number, 
value and efficiency, and all the while 
they have had to compete for busi- 
ness with the greatest and the best 
railroad system in existence. Land 
freights go straight across the conti- 
ment from Boston and New York to 
San Francisco. Water freights, until 
the opening of the Panama Canal, had 
to be carried around the Iicwer end 
ef Seuth America. Nevertheless, our 
Toastwise fieet is one of the finest in 
the world.” 

Although he said nothing about it 

himself, Senator Perkins helped to 
create the coastwise fleet. The com- 
pany in which he was once the prin- 
cipal owner and officer «perated twen- 
ty-seven steamers in the Pacific and 
carried on a regular trade from Mex- 
feo to Alaska, touching at ports in 
California, Oregon, Washington and 
’ British Columbia. He sent the first 
Steam whalers to the Arctic Ocean. 
Whalebone then was $5 a pound and 
whale oil was very valuable. Substi- 
tutes for bone and oil have since 
made whaling unprcfitable. 

Young George Perkins arrived at 
Ban Francisco in the clipper ship Ga- 
lates, built at Chelsea, in Massachu- 
setts. He sailed from New York in 
May, 1855, a boy of 16, but man 
enough to take his turn at the wheel 
and go aloft during the flercest storm. 
It was October when he went ashore 
with his kit across his shoulder. 

Buying a shotgun, a pepper-box re- 
Volver and a rcll of blankets, he 
worked his way up the Sacramento 
River on a boat and, reaching the 
end of his water journey, walked 150 
miles over the mountains into Butte 
county. He meant to dig gold until 
he had money enough to buy a 
Schooner and «co trading cn his own 
account among the islands of the low- 
er Pacific. 

“J operated a wheelbarrow for a 
time,” he told me, “and then got a 
Place in a store. By the hardest kind 
of drudgery and the closest kind of 
economy I gathered up $800." 

STOOD ON HIS OWN DECK. 


Wocdbury Smith of South Berwick, 
‘Me., writing to me about Senator Per- 
| kins, says: “His father was a bright 

and witty man, a small farmer at the 
edge of Kennebunkport. and his 
mother was a remarkably sensible, 
clear-headed woman. George inher- 
fted the strong points of both par- 
ents.” : 
One day, soon after Senator Per- 
had increased his savings to $800, 


the owner of a little river steambcat 
came into the store complaining that 
a& new sand bar in the channel had 
made navigation so difficult that he 
was ready to quit the business and 
leave that part of the country. He 
would sell his boat for $3000. 

“Within a week.” Senator Perkins 
told me, with a proud smile ai the 
memory, “I stood cn the deck of my 
own vessel. The man promised to 
wait for part of his money. An ac- 
quaintance loaned me enough to meet 
the down payment. I began freighting 
up and down the river. The sand bar 
caused me very little bother.” 

Twenty-one years ago, on entering 
Congress, Senatcr Perkins, quoting 
his own language, separated himself 
“from all business Anterests which 
could in any way affected by Con--. 
gressional legislation, excepting that 
general legislation which relates to 
the whole country.” So, taking into 
account his personal experiences as 
a sailor, a ship-owner and a business 
man, he is well qualified to talk about 
the merchant marine, the causes cf 
its decline and the measures neces- 
sary for its restoration. It should be 
stated, however, that he is a Repub- 
lican and holds tenaciously to the 
protective doctrine. 

“Why,” he asked, “has the coast- 
wise shipping of the country grown 
and prospered?” 7 

“Because that particular branch of 
the marine industry has been re- 
served for American vessels,“ Sena- 
tor Perkins replied. “The -ccasting 
trade of the United States from the 
Atiantic to the Pacific and along both 
coasts can be conducted only in 
American vessels. A German ship can- 
not carry freight from New York to 
New Orleans. A British ship would 
not be permitted to load a cargo at 
Chicagc. destined for Milwaukee, De- 
troit, Cleveland or Buffalo. 


WHY THE FLEET PROSPERED. 

“The principle of reserving the 
coastwise trade for our own vessels 
was established by the fathers of the 
republic, by Jefferson and Madison and 
by Franklin and Hamilton. No Con- 
gress has denied the wisdom of that 
policy. And as a result of the pclicy 
Bome of our coastwise shipping com- 
panies rank among the largest, 
strongest and most ably-administered 
steamship organizations in the world. 

“Our coasting fleet today has a ton- 
nage of nearly 7,000,000 and, next to 
that of Great Britain, is the largest 
mercantile fleet cn the globe, surpass- 
ing, as it does, the entire mercantile 
fleet of Germany, and being three 
times greater than the tonnage of 
Norway, France or Japan. These facts, 
I suppose, will be surprising to many 
persons. 

“Though we have almost lost our 
ocean fleet, we have kept and expand- 
ed our coast fleet, and hundreds of 
men in New England, especially in 
Massachusetts, have found steady em- 
ployment at gcod wages building ves- 
sels for our domestic commerce. 
American ship mechanics continue to 
be the most skilled in the world, and 
American seamen are as brave and 
competent as those of any other 
country. We will need these men, I 


may observe, if we go to war with . 


a foreign nation. 

“still there are many abandoned 
ship yards along the New England 
coast and ports that were once active 
are now idle and empty. Deep-sea 
shipping, a noble and profitable in- 
dustry, has dwindled almost to noth- 
ing. In my youth shipwrights and 
sailors, provd of their occupations, 
had their sons apprenticed in yards 
or sent to sea in the hope that some 
day they would become mates or mas- 
ters. 

“Many of the Peg seafaring men 
of Maine and other Northern Atlantic 
States emigrated to the Pacific Coast 
and engaged in their loved and hon- 
ored pursuit and as a reapit Cali- 
fornia is only second to New York 
in the ownership of ocean vessels. 
American ships aggregating more 
than a million tons are engaged in 
foreign commerce on the Pacific 
Ocean. Competition with foreign 
vessels on that side of the United 
States, you should understand, is not 
so active as it is in the large ports 
of the East. : 

THE WORK OF PRIVATEERS. 


“During the Civil War, as most 
persons know, the Atlantic swarmed 
with Confederate privateers, some of 
which were fitted out at British ports 
and carried English crews. Our mer- 
chant vessels on being captured were 
either burned or sunk. Ship owners 
in many instances hauled down the 
flag of this country and ran up the 
red ensign of Great Britain and there- 
after kept their property under the 
protection of that nation. The twen- 
ty-five most active privateers of the 
Confederate government were those 
which brought about the destruction 
of the merchant marine of the United 


States. 

“Such ships as_ the Alabama, 
Florida, Shenandoah, Georgia, Lap- 
wing, Tuscaloosa, Nashville, St. 


Nicholas and Chickamauga burned or 
sunk the best and swiftest of our 
clippers and steam freighters on the 


Atlantic. The Alabama, having been 
built and armed in England, the 
North tn retaliation sent out the 


Wampanoag and several sister ves- 
sels to war upon British shipping. 

“These ships could average seven- 
teen knots an hour on long cruises 
and outclassed any vessel under the 
English flag in speed and endurance. 
They exercised no little influence, by 
the way, in inducing the British gov- 
ernment to submit the Alabama case 
to arbitration and the final payment 
of about $20,000,000, including in- 
terest, to American claimants. 

“But skilled as we were in ship- 
building, our merchantmen had dis- 
appeared. The loss, however, need 
not have been fIrretrievable. Other 
northern tnduastries suffered, but when 
the Civil War was over Were quickly 
restored. They were rehabilitated be- 
cause they were protected by the laws 
of Congress. Our manufacturers were 
permitted to occupy the home mar- 
ket. Our farmers were safeguarded 
against the comypctition of Europe. 

“The over-sea commerce originat- 
Ing in and coming to this country, on 
the other hand, was transported by 
the ships, no matter where owned, 
whose carrying rates were the low- 
est. So ovr capitalists built raij- 
roads and factories, our ship yards 
went to ruin and our sallorse, the fin- 
est on earth, sought other occupa- 
tions. The merchant marine was not 
rebuilt and now practically all that 
we sell to Europe and all that we 
buy in Europe crosses the Atlantic 
in foreign bottoms. It is said we 
annually have paid $200,090,000 in 
freights to the owners of such ves- 
sels. 

“A liner thet costs $1,500,000 in 


this country short of $2,000,000. The 
difference in cost is caused by the 
difference in wages paid mechanics 
and laboring men. The ship that is 
built in Engiana, therefore, can en- 
ter the carrying trade betwee this 
country and Europe on an invest- 
ment of $500,000 less than could its 
American competitor, if it had such 
a competitor. In interest alone its 
advantage would amount to $25,000 
a year. Furthermiore, the wages paid 
to officers and saliors on American 
ships are nearly double the wages 
paid on foreign ships. ; 

“Nor have I spoken of the sub- 
ventions given by all the great na- 
tions of Europe to the men who are 
engaged in the shipping business. 1 
am not arguing in this inatance that 
subsidies should be voted to Ameri- 
can vessels engaged in foreign com- 
merce, instead, I am trying to show 
why such vessels cannot compete 
with foreign vessels in our over- 
sea traffic. 

“Germany has been giving $1,750,- 
000 yearly in subventiwns to two of 
its steamer lines alone. Austria, Italy 
and Russia have each paid its ship- 
owners $4,000,000 a year. The eubst- 
dies of Japan aggregate $7,000,000: 
of Great Britain, $9,700,000, and of 

ce, $12,500,000. We pay our 
trans-Atlantic steamers $980,000 for 
carrying the mails. : 

“Foreign ships receiving subventions 
are at the call of the governments in 
the event of war. ey are con- 
structed so that they can easily be 
converted into cruisers and tommerce 
destroyers.

The world will fight—a 
large part of the world is now fight- 
ing—and we have no warrant for say- 
ing that the United States will for- 
ever be at peace. 

“TI am not disposed dogmatically to 
urge any particular method by which 
to restore our oversea marine. Ws 
once argued that we should not be a 
great independent and self-respecting 
nation until we could produce all the 
things we consumed. The United 


farm on which to grow and raise foo 
for the rest of the world. 

“We started making our own iron 
and steel, having coal, ore and lime- 
stone in the ground. We began build- 
ing machinery. We have done every- 
thing we should have done except in 
one particular, and, as a result, we 
find ourselves today in the humiliating 
position of not having the means of! 
delivering our own goods to our ownf 
customers. 

“I would like to see the $200,000,- 
000 which we pay in freights for 
transporting the goods and products 
we buy and sell given to our own peo- 
ple. I would like to see new ship- 
yards along the Atlantic and Pacific 
Coasts and our own mechaanics em- 
ployed in building vessels for our own 
trade. I would like to see the ore, dug 
from our own hills and made into pig- 
iron at our own furnaces and turned 
into steel at our own milis, go into 
the construction of ships on our own 
shores. 

“And then I would Iike to see the 
ships, with the Stars and Stripes flying 
from the masts and with American 
sallors on the decks, carrying our 
wheat, cotton, corn, machinery and 
merchandise to the foreign markets 
where all these things have found a 
sale. 

“While I would Iike a fair and 
honest trial made of the policy of 
granting mail subsidies to regular lines 
of steamships or to steamships which 
have been approved by the navy as 
being fit for auxiliary service in time 
of war, I am willing to accept any 
proposal that gives promise of, re- 
habilitating our merchant marine. 

“The paying of mail subsidies is the 
policy of all other governments. In 
a small way, under the ocean mail 
law of 1891, it has been the policy of 
the United States. It has succeeded 
wherever it has been tried. 

“Building up our oversea shipping 
is not a political question. All parties 
should unite on the common ground 
of patriotism, which means the coun- 
try’s dignity, honor and welfare.”

tered. Consequently its operations 


have a direct bearing upon real estate 
matters generally, and it is important 
that all who own or expect to own 
property should know something of 
the system. 

Under the Torrens system, in pro- 
bate proceedings, the lands of es- 
tates (within the State) being pro- 
bated may be brought under the op- 
eration of the act by virtue of the 
decree in probate, registered. This is 
also true in an action to quiet or es- 
tablish title. 

It is also permissable for several 
persons to join in a single application 
to have the lands of all of them reg- 
istered; and by virtue of the decree 
made therein, the holdings of the ap- 
plicants may be brought under 
operation of the act. 

To protect against fraud of every 
kind and character, the applicant 
must furnish the court a definite de- 


(legal status) in which he makes the 
application: a definite description of 
the land and its character, and must 
state the names and give the addresses 
of all persons having or claiming to 
have an interest in the land sought to 
be registered. 

All persons having or claiming to 
have any interest in the estate or land 
or lands sought to be registered must 
be notified of the fact that application 
for registration of the land has been 
made before proceedings upon the ap- 
plication for registration can be had. 
The rights of all persons having or 
claiming to have any interest or es- 
tate in lands are protected against 
fraudulent registration, fraud in such 
proceedings being punishable by fine 
not to exceed $5000, or by imprison- 
ment not to exceed five years, or by 
both fine and imprisonment. 

Registration of the title to the 
lands, pursuant to the decree of the 
court, as provided for by the act, after 
one year from the date of registration, 
gives to the holder of the certificate 
of title a title good against the world. 

AFTER REGISTRATION. 


Under the Torrens system, the 
transfer of real estate is simplified. 
After the initial registration, ab- 
stracts of title are discarded and cer- 
tificates of titles companies made un- 
necessary. From that time on the 
State itself affects the transfer of the 
title whenever it changes hands. 

The discarding of abstracts after the 
initial registration of the land under 
the Torrens system is held by the 
friends of the new plan to be one of 
its chief advantages. Every time rea) 
estate is transferred or subjected to 
mortgage or loan, tke certificate cf 
title issued by a title insurance com- 
pany must be brought down to date at 
the expense of the land owner. Un- 
der the Torrens system, certificate of 
title is always down to date. 

Under the Torrens system the trans- 
fer of registered lands is effected by 
presenting to the registrar the deed 
of conveyance or other instrument 
from the registered owner and sur- 
rendering the owner’s duplicate cer- 
tificate of title. The transfer is made 
on the record and the title so trans- 
ferred vests In the transferee to whom 
the new duplicate of title is issued, 
The old one ta cancelled.

Under the Torrens system, by in- 
spection of the certificate of title, the 
exact status of the holder's title can 
be ascertained at any moment. The 
certificate must show who the true 
owner is and all charges against the 
land so registered. 

Under the Torrens system. when 
land has once been registered, there- 
after title by adverse possession can- 
not be acquired, no matter what the 
length of the possession may be. 
Community property registered un- 
der the Torrens system as such cannot 
be transferred, mortgaged or encum- 
bered or otherwise disposed of by the 
registered owner thereof without the 
written consent of both spouses. 

It is interesting to note that nu- 
merous States of the Union, many of 
the countries of Europe and the three 
largest English-speaking cities of the 
world-——London, New York and Chi- 
cago—have adopted the Torrens Title 
System.

Did a Few Years Ago. 


“Tt is natural that people should 
want to see the new things in auto- 
mobiles as they are placed on the 
market,” said; Harry A. Lord of the 
Lord Motor Car Company, in conver- 
sation with newspaper men last 
week. 

“Tt is the same all over the country, 
whether in New York, Chicago or Los 
Angeles. The moment a new car is 
announced, in flock the people to 
have a look. It seems that ever since 


the inception of the automobile, peo- 
ple have always been anxious to keep 
informed on happenings in the auto- 
mobile industry. 

“In talking with C. E. Stebbins,

UTAH MAY BE ALLOWED TO 
SHIP FISH IN, 


the market in California the year 
around if the State Legislature ap- 
proves of the measure to amend the 
present law on importation. 

As the law now stands it is forbid- 
den to ship trout into this State, ex- 
cept during our open season. The 
fish thus imported must all weigh one 
pound or more, which is not a good 
market size. From seven toe nine 
inches is the most desirable size. 

MAY PASS. 

_H. N. Welch, who represents the 
Utah Commercial Trout Hatcheries, is 
now tn Los Angeles. He has con- 
ferred with the Fish and Game Com- 
mission and many prominent local 
men interested in the plan. He is 
now prepared to go before the Legis- 
lature and present the matter in the 
proper form. 

Contrary to the idea of the Utah 
people, our present law was not made 
to protect commercial hatcheries in 


trout during the closed season. 
Ernest Schaeffle, executive officer of 
the commission, told Welch that he 
was in sympathy with. his plan, pro- 
vided some means can be devised of 
from taking 
trout from California streams when 


ithe fishing season is closed and put- 


ting them on the market as Utah fish. 
This may,be arranged in a number of 
ways 

PROTECT TROUT HERE. 

As long as the Fish and Game Com- 
mission of this State is allowed to 
regulate the importation, so that our 
wild fish will not suffer, it is in favor 
of removing the present law. Utah 
or any other State may ship all they 
want here, provided the requirements 
are met. 

The proper handling of this matter 
will tend to conserve our trout rather 
than deplete them. The market price 
will be so reasonable that commer- 
cial fishermen could not compete with 
it. The present limit law and the law 
ealling for trout to be taken with 
hook and line only, would make it 
im possible. 

Conditions for raising trout for 
commercial purposes are very unfa- 
vorable in California. The condition 
of the water here causes disease and 
it is impossible to make the industry 
pay. The State hatcheries raise great 
numbers every year, but they are 
transferred to the open streams when 
very small, 

MANY ORDERS. 


The only difficulty there is that the 
market is not large enough. Thre 
are twenty-nine hatcheries in the 
State, representing an investment of 
almost $1,000,000. 

Welch has already taken many or- 
ders from the hotels and cafes of Los 
Angeles, to be filled as soon as the 
present law is changed. The rail- 
roads have also agreed to place the 
fish on the bills of fare in their dining 


care. 

If the Legislature passes favorably 
on the plan, the people vf California 
will be able to procure through the 
entire year a luxury to be found in 
few parts of the country.
